Sale of Fireworks 


Young America will have to subside 


very materially this July 4th in order 
to live up to the laws governing the 
use of fireworks, and the dealers will 
have to keep an eye windward. 
Sec- 


tion 1, chapter 665, of the laws of 1910 
gives the state police control of the 
sale of articles for such celebrations. 
The state police appoints a local rep- 
resentative and Chief Hosmer has been 
appointed. The law became operative 
June I. The law prohibits the sale of 
any kind of blank cartridges, toy pis- 
tols, toy guns, or toy cannon which 
will fire blank 
cartridges. The law 


also prohibits tho sale of any kind of 
fireworks containing picric acid or 
picrates. or any firecrackers more than 
two inches In length or three-eighths 
of an inch In thickness. This section, 
however, does not apply to illuminat- 
ing fireworks set off between the hours 
of 7 p. m. and midnight except those 
containing picric acid or picrates.

Brand Whitlock, mayor of Toledo, 0., has issued a very 


pamphlet on Ihe subject of law enforcement in reply to 
made to him for improvement in the moral conditions prevailing throughout { 


* i'nc city. 


So far as r-an be. learned from the mayor's hitler, reference was made 


to gambling and immoral dens which, as is well known, are quite prevalent 


i:i western cities. 


Til his Idler .Mayor Whillodc shows that lie. is 
considerable 
of

philosopher and that, he doubts the efficacr of compulsory methods of 
mking people good. This will be seen from the following paragraph: 


"What yrm regret and deplore and what I regret and deplore, is 


the existence of vice and crime in the world today. You propose to 
abolish them by the use of force; in my philosophy they can 
never be abolished until we ascertain the causes of them, und then 
remove those causes. To do this, we shall have to undertake re- 
forms with which the policemen and the gaoler will have little to 
do; indeed, tho. accomplishment of those reforms will do away with 
the policemen and the gaoler, »:• release them Irom their 
present 


duties of destruction, to real service for mankind. These reforms 
should eventually do away with those influences 
in our system 


which give monopolies and privileges to a few, and 
by denying 


common rights to the many, reduce them to a condition of invol- 
untary poverty. For it is involuntary poverty, and Its direct and in- 
direct effects, that produce crime, and our duty is to make invol- 
untary poverty impossible." 


In seeking- to remove the cause of crime while at the same lime battling 


with the effects, Mayor Whitlock is apparently taking the right course, j 
Being acquainted willi the local conditions he knows how far compulsion 
can be carried without defeating i's purpose. 
Cities vary very greatly in 


this respect. The western cities, we surmise, would not stand the restraint 
that is willindy aeeepicrt by Hie people oC eastern cities. 


H is but a lew years ago since (he mayor of Toledo began a rigorons

Or do you believe that 


the advocates of tho "safe and sane 
Fourth," which have been making such 
great gains, have the better of the ar- 
gument? 
Perhaps your enthusiasm lor the 


noisy Fourth .varies In Inverse propor- 
tion to your age, as tho mathemati- 
cians might say—that Is, the greater 
the number of your years the smaller 
your amount of ability to find Joy and 
patriotic Inspiration In the sl2*-boom- 
banff of what has come to be known 
as the conventional Fourth. 
If you 


can look backward over a long series 
of Fourths, all of them marked to your 
personal 
knowledge by death and 


suffering and loss, perhaps you are 
less enthusiastic about the noisy cele- 
bration of Independence day than you 
were when you were younger. 


On the other hand, if you are old 


enough to read this and yet" young 
enough to feel, a thrill instead of a 
grouch when a big firecracker lets out 
Us "bang!" perhaps you think the 
danger of tho Fourth of July has been 
grossly exaggerated. 
Probably deep 


down in your subconscious self you 
have a feeling that the Fourth is worth 
al) .that it costs. 


If you belong to the former class and 


believe that the style of celebrating 
the Fourth that prevails generally Is 
thoughtless, reckless, barbaric and de- 
structive the people who are leading 
the crusade against it want your co- 
operation. If you are one of the latter 
unconvinced class your attention Is 
invited again to the figures printed at 
the top of this article. They are not 
manufactured, exaggerated or colored'. 
They are authentic and bona fide fig- 
ures gathered by an able statistician 
employed by one of the leading news- 
papers of the country. 
The "Safe and Saners' " Argument. 


Theso figures are Impressive enough 


to give pause to the most enthusiastic, 
of the believer? in "letting the chil- 
dren enjoy themselves on the Fourth." 
"Certainly, let them enjoy themselves," 
say the advocates of the "sane and 
safe Fourth." "but let them do it with- 
out the frightful sacrifices entailed by 
the indiscriminate use of toy cannons', 
bombs, giant firecrackers, firearms and 
other death dealing agencies. We have 
no quarrel with the Fourth; we are as 
patriotic Americans as can be found, 
and we can discourse to you about the 
history of Independence day at least 
as intelligently as the advocates of the 
'noisy Fourth.' But.we believe, and a 
large part of the nation Is coming 
around to our way of thinking, that 
the sacrifice of life and limb and prop- 
erty laid each year on the altar of the 
Fourth as a literal burnt offering is 
too great. Let us celebrate the Fourth 
as ardently as you and I wish, but for 
the sake of the mothers bereft each 
year of their children iet us make the 
sacrifice as light as possible." 


Tt Is w<th this sort of argument. 


backed by figures such as those set 
forth above, that the men and women 


- who are preaching against the perils 


of Independence day are re-enforcing 


their cause and making recruits for it. 
The movement has made great ad- 
vknces this year. From almost every 
section .of tho country—one could al- 
most say from every state—have come 
reports of the placing of greater re- 
strictions on .the sale of fireworks. 
Some cities have gone the length of 
abolishing altogether their sale, .fol- 
lowing in this respect the lead . of 
Springfield, Mass., \vhlch decided sev- 
eral years 'ago that the lives and the 
safety of her youngsters were of more 
value to her than the boom and crackle 
of the individual setting, off of fire- 
works. Her example was quickly fol- 
lowed by other cities and towns. This 
year no less than eighty, cities and 
towns have either prohibited the sale 
of fireworks or have taken steps to 
provide their inhabitants with public 
shows and 'entertainments, such as the 
reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, patriotic orations by promi- 
nent men, the setting off of fixed fire- 
works under competent direction, etc. 
Some-have adopted both measures. 


The recent action of Mayor Gaynor 


of New York" forbidding the sale of 
fireworks in the metropolis between 
June 10 and July 10 focused the coun- 
try's attention on the subject. 
Other 


cities hastened to fail into line behind 
the metropolis. In Hamilton, O., an 
ordinance of similar effect was passed, 
and the city proceeded to buy up ail 
of the fireworks within its limits. The 
money was subscribed by citizens. The 
fireworks will bo set oft in a public 
park on the night of July 4, and there 
will be the usual patriotic exercises. 
Some Unhappy Names f o r the.-Fourth. 


A prime mover in the action against 


what has been 
called "the insane 


Fourth," "the slaughter of the inno- 
cents," "a holiday of disasters" and 
other opprobrious names is Mrs. Isaac 
L. Rice of New York, who came prom- 
inently before the public a few years 
ago as the founder and chief supporter 
of the Society For the Suppression of 
Unnecessary Noises. Mrs. Rico bases 
her Abjection against the style of cele- 
brating the 
Fourth 
now generally 


prevalent not on the amount of noise 
it produces, but solely on the needless- 
ness of the sacrifices made. 


Early .in the present year Mrs. Rice 


wrote to the governor of each state in 
the Union soliciting his official help in 
her furtherance of tho celebration of 
the Fourth in "sane and safe" fashion. 
Ten of the governors replied, offering 
all the aid in their powen This en- 
couraged Mrs. Rice to prepare a peti- 
tion which asked the state legislatures 
to pass laws doing away with the Pale 
of dangerous 
fireworks. 
Among the 


.most ardent advocates of tho newer 
celebration is Governor Weeks of Con- 
necticut, who has been urging "a day 
of pleasure and profit instead of a day 
of unrest and horror." 
The Other Side of the Argument. 


Turning to the other side of tho 


question, it must he admitted that the 
movement for a less dangerous Fourth 
has not met with unanimous approval. 
One of the newspapers of Washington 
commented thus caustically on the fact 
that the movement to raise $5,000 for 
a formal celebration of tho Fourth in

the national capital showed signs of 
dying ingiortously: 


."Are the old folks going to break 


their pact with the young folks as to 
celebrating the Fourth of July? We 
put tills question squarely up to the 
elders, because the fireworks commit- 
tee is making tho S O S signal. The 
zest and enthusiasm which marked the 
innuguration of tho new stylo of pa- 
triotism has about pelerod out. 


"Would tho boys and tomboys prom- 


ise to let off burning their fingers and 
blowing their eyes out and setting fire 
to awnings and show windows and ex- 
ploding cannon crackers under peo- 
ple's feet in return for the privilege of 
enjoying from a safe distance at the 
close of a sleepy and prudish day a 
display of fireworks on an elaborate 


scale, typifying great events in tho 
history 
of the republic? 
Without 


waiting for au answer from the young- 
ers the grownups stopped the sale of 
fireworks and got up a celebration by 
contract. 


"Tt proved all it was advertised to bo 


spectacularly, but popularly it did not 
enjoy a responsive chord. 
With the 


vital element of. spontaneity packing, 
with the real spirit of the day chilled 
to a perfunctory shout, the Fourth of 
the forefathers became a barren ideal- 
ity, an emasculated joy. The elders no 
lesa than the kids realized that the

Are 
the old fogies going to break their pact 
with Young America as to celebrating 
Independence day?" 
Young America Not Unanimous. 


The Washington editor is at fault in 


at least two particulars. 
In the first 


place. Young America is not quite as 
unanimous about the noisy celebration 
of the Fourth of July as he would have 
us believe. There in no evidence that 


Independence and later second presl- 
-d&nt-of tho United States, us expressed 
in a letter to Mrs. Adams In July, 1V76: 


"I am apt to believe that It [Inde- 


pendence day] will be celebrated by 
succeeding generations as the great 
anniversary festival. It ought • to bo 
commemorated as the day of deliver- 
ance by solemn acts of devotion to 
God Almighty. It ought to be solemn- 
ized with pomp and parade, -with 
shows, games, sports, guns, bells, bon- 
fires and illuminations, from one end 
of this continent to the other, from 
this time forward, forevennore." 


You will observe that ho spoke of 


the use of guns. 
Did hn mean that 


the guns were to be intrusted to irre- 
sponsible youngsters, as they are to- 
day?

iutlon would have been flsforrod many

years, if, Indeed, It would ever have, 
come. 


There seems to bo no fear that the 


cry, "Tnxntlon without representation 
Is tyranny," the slogan of tho Ameri- 
can patriots in '70, will over bo hoard 
In South Africa. 
The four colonies 


which form tho Union of South Africa 
have not only the union parllajno.nt to 
consider measures relating to their 
Joint interests, but c-nch of tho fom— 
Capo Colony, the Ornngo River Colony, 
Nalal and tho Transvaal—hns ltd own 
council, consisting of a» many mem- 
bers nn tho coiony is entitled to sond 
to the union parliament. All matters 
of provincial intercut ar« thun certain 
of a full dlnaUBBlon and Hiring. 


The Inauguration of tho flrot parlia- 


ment of tho union, In tho fall, will bo 
mado tho ocooolon of Kfiftt pomp and

BOiiroon of th« country required tho 
trnnqnllllnulon o( Its government, a 
ttrong central form of administration 
and tho elimination of tho cauoea of 
friction between tho Important lirltlsh 
and Boor olomontu of tho populace, It 
WiiR biillovort thnt tho whito mr.n, of 
Anglo-Hiixon and of Dutch descent, 


must stand shoulder to shoulder in 
facing the very serious negro problem 
of South Africa, among other matters 
that required concerted action and dis- 
interested work for the good of tho 
country. 


It is by no means a small country 


that has been brought into legislative 
unity in the new government. 
The 


combined area of the four colonies 
comprised in the 
union is 467,391 


square miles. There are 1,118,186 per- 
sons of white descent and 4,051,117 ne- 
groes'. Tho largest and most populous 
of the four colonies is Cape Colony, 
witli 276,995 square miles, 580,380 white 
inhabitants and 1,825,172 colored. The 
imports of Cape Colony from Great 
Britain in 190S amounted to more than 
£S,000,000 and the exports to moro 
than £6,01)0,000. The second of the four 
colonies in size and importance is the 
Transvaal, tho third is the Orange 
River Colony and the fourth is Natal. 
By 
an 
ingenious compromise 
tho 


branches of government of the united 
colonies are divided among three of 
them. After a long discussion of tho

First and foremost of them will be 
General Louis Botha, head of the nrst 
union cabinet ministry of united South 
Africa. Ho Is the samo General Louis 
Botha whoso name was in tho mouth 
of nil the world ten years ago ns com- 
mander of tho Boor forces fighting 
against Great Britain and defeating 
thorn in such terrible battles as those 
at Colenso and Spion Kop. Tho years 
that have passed have transformed 
him from otlft of tho most determined 
and ablo of tho foes of Great Britain 
in South Africa into a firm believer in 
tho unity of tho British empire and In 
tho justice- of Its rule In South Africa. 
Prior to his assumption of tho oftifo 
of premier of tho new colony he was 
primp minister and minister of agri- 
culture of tho Transvaal. Through tho 
change In his political convictions Gen- 
oral Botha hns managed to retain tho 
good will of hl» follow Boors, and ho Is 
today tholr acknowledged leader. 


Among tho other men who will In- 


vost tho nmv parliament with Immense 
Interest ar« tho governor general of 
tho union, Vlnoount Gladstone of Hn- 
wnrflon, son of tho famou.i Mfttosmdn 
who deolarort thirty yoo.ro ano Ills be- 
lief in tho advisability of uniting tho 
colonies of British South Africa Into 
one Btronif central ^ovcrtimon!.

The 
evidence has taken shape in the lofty 
pilgrim 
memorial at 
Provincetown, 


Mass., which awaits the convenience o£ 
President Taft for its dedication. 


The pilgrim memorial Is the outcome 


of the efforts of several years by pa- 
triotic men and women who saw un- 
becoming neglect of the memory of an 
important historic occurrence in the 
fact that the place of the first landing 
of the pilgrim fathers In America was 
unmarked by a fitting monument. Al- 
most every one who thinks himself ac- 
quainted by the primary facts of 
American history believes that the pil- 
grim fathers and mothers sot foot first 
on the famous rock at Plymouth. The 
town on the Inner side of Massachu- 
setts bay is made tho destination 
yearly of thousands of patriotic trav- 
elers. But they err In thinking that in 
paying veneration to the rock under 
the stone canopy at Plymouth they are 
setting foot on tho first place in New 
England trod by white men. That 
honor belongs to Provincetown, Mass., 
tho village on the inner sido of the fish- 
hook barb of which Capo Cod is the 
shaft. 
It lies across • tho bay from 


Plymouth, In an easterly direction. 
The date was Nov. 1, 1G20, old stylo. 


It was just before tho landing was 


niado at the spot which is now Prov- 
incetown that the pilgrims signed 
their immortal agreement for tho "bet- 
ter ordering and preservation and 
furtherance" of their colony that has 
been called tho first written constitu- 
tion in tho world. Abraham Lincoln 
declared that this document, did more 
for human liberty than the groat 
charter won by tho borons from King 
John at Runnymede.

Sec- 
tion 1, chapter G65, of the laws of 1910 
gives the state police control of the 
sale of articles for such celebrations. 
The state police appoints n local rep- 
resentative and Chief Hosmcr has been, 
appointed. 
The law became operative 


Juno 1. The law prohibits the sale of 
any kind of blank cartridges, toy pis- 
tols, toy guns, or toy 
cannon 
which 


will fire 
blank 
cartridges. 
The law 


also prohibits the pale of any kind of 
fireworks 
containing 
picric 
acid or 


picrates. or any firecrackers more than 
two inches in length or three-eighths 
of an inch in thlclcnens. This section, 
however, does not apply to 
illuminat- 


ing fireworks set oK between the hours 
of 7 p. m. and midnight except those 
containing picric acid or picrates.

TRAGEDY 


The police of Lynn are to be congratulated upon the promptness with 


which ihey bagged the three desperate highwaymen who made so bold as 
to plan and execute a deliberate murder in broad daylight for the purpose 
of robbery. 


A shoe manufacturer, "who had secured the services of an officer to 


protect him, was on his way to his shop from the bank when both men 
were instantly shot down by yeggs who carried off the bag of money. But, 
thanks to the vigilance of the police, their good marksmanship and courage, 
they very soon laid two of the highwaymen low and captured the third. All 
three, it is said, are strangers who may have come from New York. The 
crime.was such a bold one that had the culprits escaped the police would 
have been severely criticized, as it required but a short time to throw the 
city into a ferment of excitement. 


It has l)een reported that officials of the General Electric company have 


,-t>een in dread of some such outrage as this for months past, but they were 


very cautions and never carried their money so openly. The fact that one 
of the men belonged in New York would indicate that they came to Lynn for 


the purpose. 


It is a source of gratification that the highwaymen were so promptly 


shot down and captured. 
That will teach others a wholesome lesson. 


It seems that we have arrived at a period when no man is safe even 


oh the public streets in daylight if he is known to carry any large amount 
of money. Lynu has suffered serious loss from the yeggs, but they will give 
the city a vide berth in the future. 


It seems that some steps should be taken to prevent the indiscriminate 


sale of. the most deadly weapons to all kinds of foreigners, anarchists, 
highwaymen, thugs and thieves of nil descriptions. 


It behooves the officers of every city to be trained as marksmen with 


the revolver and to be supplied with the best'and most'recent weapons of 
the kind to be had. 


ENFORCING LAW IN TOLEDO 


Brand Whillocli, mayor of Toledo, 0., has issued a very interesting 


pamphlet on the subject of law enforcement in reply to certain appeals 
made to him for improvement in the moral conditions prevailing throughout 
the city. 


So far as can .be learned from the mayor's letter, reference was made 


to gambling and immoral dens which, as is well/known, are quite prevalent 
in western cities. 


In his letter Mayor Whitloek shows that he is considerable of a

You propose to 
abolish them by the use of force;- in my philosophy they can 
never be abolished until we ascertain the causes of them, and then 
remove those causes. To do this, we shall have to undertake re- 
forms with, which the policemen and the gaoler will have little to 
do; indeed, the accomplishment of those reforms will do away with 
tho policr men .and the gaoler, or release them from 
their present 


duties of destruction, to real service for mankind. These reforms 
should eventually do away with those Influences in oiir system 
which give monopolies and privileges to a few, and by .denying 
common rights to the many, reduce them to a condition of invol- 
untary poverty. For it is involuntary poverty, and its direct and in- 
direct effects, that produce crime, and our duty is to make invol- 
\mtary poverty Impossible." 


]n seeking,io remove the cause of crime while at the same time battling 


Tvith the effects. Mayor Whitlock is apparently taking the right course. 
Being acquainted with the local conditions he knows how far compulsion 
can be carried without defeating its purpose. 
Cities vary very greatly in 


this respect. The western cities, we surmise, would not stand the restraint 
that is willingly accepted by the people of eastern cities. 


It is but a few years ago since the mayor of Toledo began a rigorous 


enforcement of the Sunday laws. This bad continued only for two Sundays 
when the city council repealed every ordinance providing 
for 
Sabbath 


observance. 
With Unit as the last popular expression on the subject, 


Mayor Whitlock says he docs not fed authorized to go too fur in the line of 
policy adopted by Mayor Jones. But he seeks to attain the same ends by 


11 different policy, and if we are to judge from his letter he is attaining 
fairly satisfactory results. 


In the very worst cities there is a moral sentiment which if properly 


aroused and appealed to will banish gambling and its concomitant evils, 
social vice and intemperance. 


Mayor Whitlock makes the point that as each city has its individuality 


and should be allowed to make its own police regulations instead of being 
governed by gfneral statutes. 
In order to make the people better and to 


lessen crime he further recommends the extension of opportunities for rest 
and recreation with wholesome and ennobling entertainment.' Much has 
been done in this respect, he says, by providing branch libraries, public 
parks, comfort stations, band concerts, public baths, swimming pools, play- 
grounds, both for children nnd adults with opportunity for indoor and 
outdoor sport. The school buildings, he says, should bo freely used by all 
the people, nnd public buildings should he creeled in which all tho people 
Tronld tnlto pride and delight. 


In this method of drawing tho people out from tho sooro.t dens of vice 


nnd lenoliing thorn to enjoy innocent recreation, Mayor Whitlock is not 
alono in opinion of its,general efficacy.

Bostwick Had Killed Two Men 


and Wounded Three 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 27.—W. H. 


Bostwick, the desperado who killed 
two men and wounded three at his 
home near Ocilla yesterday, was founrt 
dying in his barlcaded home early to- 
day when the Fitzgerald company of 
the National Guard rushed and cap- 
tured the house. He expired within an 
hour. 
The five children who were .In 


the house with him were rescued un- 
injured. It is supposed that a bullet 
fired during the fight with the posses 
last night struck him. 
Sheriff J. P. 


Mclnnes, one of those wounded, died 
today. 


The Fitzgerald company upon arri- 


val today promptly rushed tho house, 
which had been the scene of a fierce 
fire of bullets all night. 
For fear of 


hurting the children the soldiers did, 
not fire, but moved upon the place at 
double time. The first ones'kicked In 
the door and with drawn revolvers en- 
tered. Bostwick was found on the floor 
unconscious. The 
children, terrified, 


huddled near. 


The battle of last night was one of 


the bloodiest and most picturesque in 
the history of the state. 
The affair began Sunday, when 
an 


officer went to arrest Bostwick. At 2 
o'clock Sunday afternoon Sheriff Mc- 
Innls and a posse went after him. 
Bostwick shot dead both Chief of Po- 
lice Steyen Davis and Deputy Sheriff 
Sheffield at Ocilla, and Sheriff Mclnnjs 
and two 
deputy 
sheriffs 
fell 
badly 


wounded. 
A new posse was formed and an- 


other .attack made, the troops being 
ordered out meanwhile. It was known 
that Mrs. Bostwlck had fled with one 
child, but the father kept the remain- 
Ing five in the house with him. One of 
the children he sent out to get the re- 
volver the dead chief 
had 
dropped, 


knowing that the posse would not flre 
on tbe lad. The soldiers' orders were 
riot to fire on the house, but capture It 
by sheer force of numbers. 
The posse of local citizens kept up 


the fire nil night. The living victims 
of Bostwick's bullets are expected to 
recover.

Seeks the Extradition of Porter 


ROME, June 27.—The * foreign office 


today decided to follow the provisions 
of 
the 
Italian-American 
extradition 


conventions and to ask for the extradi- 
tion of Porter 
Charlton, leaving it 


with the American authorities to ac- 
cept or refuse the request. 


As soon as it was known hero that 


the confessed slayer was under arrest 
in the United States, the ministry of 
justice recognized the unusual situa- 
tion in which the Italian authorities 
were placed, and forthwith 
referred 


the whole matter to the foreign office. 
Extradition between Italy and the Uni- 
ted States Is provided for in the con- 
ventions of 1868 and 1884, but Italy 
has always held that these treaties did 
not cover the cases .of Italian citizens 
who, 
having committed crimes in the 


United States, escaped to their native 
country. 
In such instances the gov- 


ernment has Insisted that the accused 
be tried in the courts of their country. 
Several times requests for extraditions 
of Italian criminals, from the Ameri- 
can state department, have been ra- 
fused. 


Nevertheless, in the * present 
case 
the government determined to put the 
matter up to Washington. 
Should, the 


American state department follow the 
precedent established by this country 
and refuse the extradition of Charlton, 
Us action will be construed as a recog- 
nition of tho Italian interpretation of 
extradition conventions, providing, of 
course, that the refusal is not based 
upon the grounds that the prisoner Is 
insane or for any reason other than 
that he is an American citizen.

Sale of Fireworks 


Young America will have to subside 


very materially this July 4th in order 
to live up to the laws governing the 
use of fireworks, crtid ttie dealers wil 
have to keep an eye windward. Sec- 
tion 1, chapter 505, of the laws of 1910 
gives the state police control of thp 
sale of articles for such celebrations 
The state police appoints a local rep- 
resentative and Chief Hosmer has bee; 
appointed. The law became operative 
June 1. The law prohibits the sale o 
any kind of blank cartridges, toy pis- 
tols, toy guns, or toy 
cannon whicl 


will fire 
blank cartridges. The lay 


also prohibits the sale of any kind o: 
fireworks 
containing 
picric acid or 


picrates, or any firecrackers more that 
two inches In length or three-eighths 
of an Inch In thickness. This section 
however, docs not apply to illuminat 
Ins fireworks set off between the hours 
of 7 p. m. and midnight except thos. 
containing picric acid or picrates.

tance while the Conductor was cngaKccl 
at the oilier end of the car. Dr. Lamb 
recognized the Stevens lioy and warned 
him to stop. 
The boys then walked 


toward Broadway till they were out of 
sight, when they apparently 
jumped 


on the rear of another car. A short 
distance west of the B. & M. R. K- 
bridge some one shouted at the boys 
and they jumped from the moving car. 


Both were thrown heavily on

stone pavement.

Stevens boy's head was crushed and 
his right shoulder wns broken.

It is 'not known 
whether any .of the bullets found a 
human mark. 
It Is known that one 


of the little.girls in the house is 1)1, 


It Is stated that several months ago 


Bostwlck shot his brother-in-law, C. 
G. Fields and was arrested, charged 
with assault with intent to murder. He 
was put under a p-eace bond but his 
bondsman recently told the sheriff that 
he wanted to be relieved from respon- 
sibility. 
On Friday a deputy went to 


Bostwick's house to arrest 
him 
but 


Bostwick told him he would 
never 


submit to arrest; that he would die 
first. 
A-large number of citizens left Ocilla 


for the scene of the shooting last 
night well armed.

THE 
LYNN TRAGEDY 


The police of Lynn are to be congratulated upon the promptness with 


which (hey bagged the three desperate highwaymen who made so bold as 
to' plan and execute a deliberate murder in broad daylight for *the purpose 


of robbery. 


A shots manufacturer, who bad secured the services of an officer to 


protect him, was on his way to his shop from the bank when both men 
were instantly shot down by yeggs who carried off the bag of money. But, 
thanks to the vigilance of the police, their good marksmanship and courage, 
they very soon laid two of the highwaymen low and captured the third. All 
three, it is said, are strangers who may have come from New York. The 
crime was such a bold one that had the culprits escaped the police would 
have been severely criticized, as it required but a' short time to throw the 
city into a ferment of excitement. 


It has been reporlcd that officials of the General Electric company have 


been in dread of some such outrage as this for months past, but they were 
very-cautious and never carried their-money BO openly. The fact that one 
of the men belonged in Now York would indicate that they came to Lynn for 
the purpose. 


It is a source of gratification that the highwaymen were so promptly 


shot down and captured. That will teach others a wholesome lesson. 


It seems that we have arrived at a period when no man is safe even 


o$ the public streets in daylight if he is known to carry any. large amount 
of money. Lynn has suffered serious loss from the yeggs, but they will give 
the city a wide berth in the future. 


It seems that some steps should be taken to prevent the indiscriminate 


sale of the most deadly weapons to all kinds of foreigners, anarchists, 
highwaymen, thugs and thieves of all descriptions. 


It behooves the officers of every city to be trained as marksmen with 


the revolver and to be supplied with the best and most recent weapons of 
the kind to be had. 


ENFORCING LAW IN TOLEDO 


Brand Whitlock, mayor of Toledo, 0., has issued a very interesting 


pamphlet on the subject of law enforcement in reply to certain appeals 
made to him for improvement in the moral conditions prevailing, throughout 
the city. 


So far as can be learned from the mayor's letter, reference was made 


to gambling and immoral dens which, as is well known, are quite prevalent 
in western cities. 


In his letter Mayor Wlritloek shows that he is 
considerable of 
a 


.philosopher and that he doubts the efficacy of compulsory methods of 
making people good. This will be seen from the following paragraph: 


"What you regret and deplore and what I regret and deplore, is 


the existence of vice and cz-ime In the world today. You propose to 
abolish thorn by the use of force; in my philosophy they can 
never bo abolished until we ascertain the causes of them, and then 
remove those causes. To do this, we shall have to undertake re- 
forms with which the policemen and the gaoler will have little to 
do; indeed, the accomplishment of those reforms will do away with 
the policemen and the gaoler, or release them from their present 
duties of destruction, to real service for mankind. These reforms 
should eventually do away with those ' influences in our system 
•which give monopolies and privileges to a few, and by denying 
common rights to tho, many, reduce them to a condition of invol- 
untary poverty. For it is involuntary poverty, and its direct and In- 
direct effects, that produce crime, and our duty is to make invol- 
untary poverty impossible." 


. In seeking to remove the cause of crime while at the same time battling 


with the effects, Mayor Whitlock is apparently taking the right course. 
Being acquainted with the local conditions he knows how far compulsion 
can be carried without defeating its purpose. 
Cities vary very greatly in 


this respect. The western cities, we surmise, would not stand the restraint 
that is willingly accepted by the people of eastern cities. 


It is but a few years ago since the mayor of Toledo began a rigorous 


enforcement of the Sunday laws. This bad continued only for two Sundays 
when the city council repealed every ordinance providing 
for 
Sabbath 


observance. 
With that as the hist popular expression on the subject, 


Mayor Whitlock says he does not feel authorized to go too far in the line of 
policy adopted by Mayor Jones. But he seeks to attain the same ends by 
a different policy, and if we are to judge from his letter he is attaining 
fairly satisfactory results. 


In the very worst cities there is a moral sentiment which if properly 


aroused and appealed to will banish gambling and its concomitant evils, 
social vice and intemperance. 


Mayor Whillock makes the point that as each city hns its individuality 


and should be allowed to tniiko its own police regulations instead of being 
governed by general statutes. In order to make the people better and to 
lessen,crime he further recommends tho extension of opportunities for rest 
and recreation with wholesome and ennobling cnli'.rlninmcnt. 
Much has 


been done in this rc.snoct, he says, by providing branch libraries, public 
parks, comfort (stations, band concerts, public baths, swimming pools, play- 
grounds, both for children and adults with opportunity for indoor and 
outdoor sport. The school buildings, lie says, should he freely used by nil 
the people, mid public buildings should be erected in which all tho people 
would tnkfi pride and delight. 


In lhin method of drawing the people out from the secret, dons of vice 


and leaching them to enjoy innocent rcr.rwtion, Mayor Whitlork is not 
alone' in opinion of its gcnornl efllcncy.

The only known method of raising a 


ehlp in the condition of (lie Maine, is 
to surround her with . a 
coffer 
dam 


from which the water can be pumped, 
allowing the hull to be drained and 
the boles in the bottom closed. 
Kn- 


glncerlng history fails to disclose a 
coffer dam of tlio mammoth propor- 
tions that would be required to 
en- 


close the _Maine, for it must be as 
long as a'city block, and as high as a 
five or six story building that 'is, from 
the bottom of the timbers1, to the top. 
Its cost would probably exceed the to- 
tal appropriation. A thorough prelim- 
inary investigation will cost a. good 
deal of money and much time. In fact 
it is reasonably certain that con- 
gress will agratn" be in session 
Hefore 


the results are known, anq tlie engi- 
neers can tell just how much money it 
will cost to raise the ship. Then, if 


congress should decide to supply tho 
deficiency 
in the appropriation the 
workers will go ahead with their work.

Sale of Firoworks 


Young America will have to subside 


very materially this July 4th In order 
to live up to the laws governing the 
use of fireworks, and the dealers will 
have to keep an eye windward. Sec- 
tion 1, chapter 565. of tho laws of 1910 
fftves the state police control of the 
Kale of articles for such celebrations. 
The state police appoints a local rep- 
resentative and Chief liosmer has been 
appointed. The law became operative 
June 1. The law prohibits the sale of 
any kind of blank cartridges, toy pis- 
tols, toy guns, or toy cannon which 
will fire blank 
cartridges. 
The law 


also prohibits the sale of any kind ot 
fireworks containing picric acid or 
picrates, or any firecrackers more than 
two inches In length or three-eighths 
of an inch In thickness. This section, 
however, does not apply to illuminat- 
ing fireworks set oft between tho hours 
of 7 p. m. nnd midnight except those 
containing picric acid or picrates.

of robbery.. 


A shoe manufacturer, who hud secured the services of au officer to 


protect him, was ou his way to his shop from the bank when both men 
were instantly shot down by yeggs who carried off the bag of money. But, 
(hanks to the vigilance of the police, their good marksmanship and courage, 
they very soon laid two of the highwaymen !ow and captured the third. All 
three, it is said, are strangers who may have come from New York. 
The 


crime was such a bold one that had the.culprits escaped the police would 
have been severely criticized, us it required but n short time to throw the 
city into a ferment of excitement. 


It has been reported that officials of the General Electric company have 


been in dread nf some such outrage, as this for months past, but they were 
very cautious and never carried their money so openly. 
The fact that one 


of Ihe men belonged in New York would indicate thai (hey came to Lynn for 
ihe purpose. 


It is a source of gratification that the highwaymen were so promptly 


shot down and captured. That will teach others a wholesome lesson. 


It seems that we have arrived at a period when no man is safe even 


or/ the public sireots in daylight if he is known (to carry any large amount 
of money. Lynn has suffered serious loss from the yeggs, but they will give 
the city a wide berth ii: Ihe future. 


It seems that some steps should be taken to prevent the :ndiscriminale 


sale of the most deadly weapons to all kinds (if foreigners, anarchists, 
highwaymen, thugs nnd thieves of all descriptions.

For it is involuntary poverty, and its direct and in- 
direct effects, that produce crime, and our duty is to make Invol- 
untary poverty impossible."

Or do you believe that 


the advocates of tho "safe and sane 
Fourth," which have been making such 
great gains, have the better ot the ar- 
gument? 
. 
Perhaps your enthusiasm for tne 


noisy Fourth varies In inverse propor- 
tion to your age, as tho mathemati- 
cians might say—that is, the greater 
the number of your, years the smaller 
your amount, of ability to find joy and 
patriotic inspiration In the sizz-boom- 
bang ot what has come to bo known 


. as the conventional Fourth. 
If you 


can look backward over a long series 
of Fourths, all of them marked to your 
personal 
knowledge by death 
and 


suffering and loss, perhaps you are 
less enthusiastic about the noisy cele- 
bration of Independence day than you 
were when vou were younger. 


On the other hand, if you are old 


enouu-h to read this and yet young 
enough to feel a thrill instead ot a 
grouch when a big firecracker lets out 
its "bang!" perhaps you think the 
danger ot tho Fourth of July has been 
grossly exaggerated. 
Probably deep 


down in your subconscious self you 
have a feeling that the Fourth is worth 
all that it costs. 


If you belong to the former class and 


believe that the style of celebrating 
the Fourth that prevails generally is 
thoughtless, reckless, barbaric and de- 
structive the people who aro leading 
the crusade against it want your co- 
operation. If you are one of the latter 
unconvinced class your attention is 
invited again to the figures printed at 
the top of this article. 
They are not 


manufactured, exaggerated or colored-. 
They are authentic and bona fide fig- 
ures gathered by an able statistician 
employed by one of the leading news- 
papers of the country. 
The "Safe and Saners' " Argument. 


These figures are Impressive eno.ugh 


to give pause to the most enthusiastic 
of the believers in "letting the chil- 
dren enjoy themselves on the Fourth." 
"Certainly, let them enjoy themselves," 
say the advocates of tho "sane and 
safe Fourth," "but let them do it with, 
out the frightful sacrifices entailed by 
the Indiscriminate use of toy cannons, 
bombs, giant firecrackers, firearms and 
other death dealing agencies. We have 
no quarrel with the Fourth; we arc as 
patriotic Americans as can be found, 
and we can discourse to you about the 
history of Independence day at least 
as intelligently as the advocates of tho 
'noisy Fourth.' ' But.we believe, and a 
largo part of the nation Is coming 
around to our way of thinking, that 
the sacrifice of life and limb and prop- 
erty laid each year on the altar of the 
Fourth as a literal burnt offering is 
too great. Let us celebrate the Fourth 
as ardently as you and I wish, but for 
the sake of the mothers bereft each 
year of their children let us make the 
sacrifice as light as possible." 


It is with this sort of argument 


backed by figures such as those set 
forth above, that the men and women 
who are preaching against the perils 
of Independence day are re-enforcing 


:thelr cause and making recruits for it. 
The movement has made great ad- 
vances this year. From almost every 
section of the country—one could al- 
most say from every state—have como 
reports of the placing of greater re- 
strictions on the sale of fireworks. 
Some cities have gone tho length of 
abolishing altogether their sale, iol- 
"lowing In this respect the lead of 
Springfield, Mass.. which decided sev- 
eral years 'ago that the lives and the 
safety of her youngsters ware of moro 
value to her than the boom and crackle 
of the Individual setting off of fire- 
works. Her example was quickly fol- 
lowed by other cities and towns. This 
year no less than eighty cities and 
towns have either prohibited the sale 
of fireworks or havo taken steps to 
provide their inhabitants with public 
shows and entertainments, such as the 
reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, patriotic orations by promi- 
nent men, the setting off of fixed fire- 
works under competent direction, etc. 
Some have adopted both measures. 


The recent action of Mayor Gaynor 


of New York' forbidding the sale of 
fireworks in tho metropolis between 
June 10 and July 10 focused the coun- 
try's attention on the subject. 
Other 


cities hastened to fall Into line behind 
the metropolis. In Hamilton, O., an 
ordinance of similar effect was passed, 
and the city proceeded to buy up all 
of the fireworks within its limits. The 
money was subscribed by citizens. The 
fireworks will be set off in a public 
park on the night of July 4, and there 
will be the usual patriotic exercises. 
Some Unhappy Names For the Fourth. 


A prime mover In tho action against 


what has been 
called "the Insane 


Fourth," "the slaughter of the inno- 
cents," "a holiday of disasters" and 
other opprobrious names is Mrs. Isaac 
L. Rice of New York, who came prom- 
inently before the public a few years 
ago as the founder and chief supporter 
of tho Society For the Suppression of 
Unnecessary Noises. Mrs. Rice bases 
her objection against tho style of cele- 
brating the Fourth now generally 
prevalent not on the amount of noise 
it produces, but solely on tho needless- 
noss of the sacrifices made. 


Early in the present year Mrs. Rice 


wrote to the governor of each state In 
the Union soliciting his ofiicial help in 
her furtherance of tho celebration of 
tho Fourth In "sane and safe" fashion. 
Ten of the governors replied, offering 
all the aid in their power: 
This en- 


couraged Mrs. Rice to prepare a peti- 
tion which asked the state legislatures 
to pnss laws doing away with the ealo 
of dangerous 
fireworks. Among the 


most ardent advocates of the newer 
celebration Is Governor Weeks of Con- 
necticut, who has been urging "a day 
of pleasure and profit instead of a day 
of unrest and horror." 
The Other Side of the Argument. 


Turning to the other side of tho 


question, it must be admitted that the 
movement for a less dangerous Fourth 
has not met with unanimous approval. 
One of the newspapers of Washington 
commented thus caustically on the fact 
that the movement to raise 56,000 for 
a formal celebration of the Fourth in

scale, typifying great events in tho 
history of tho 
republic?

waiting for an answer from the young- 
ers tho grownups stopped the tale of 
fireworks and got up a celebration by 
contract. 


"It proved all It was advertised to bo 


spectacularly, but popularly it did not 
enjoy a responsive chord. 
With the 


vital clement of spontaneity (acklng, 
with the real spirit of the day chilled 
to a perfunctory shout, the Fourth of 
the forefathers became a barren Ideal- 
ity, an emasculated joy.

commemorated as the day of deliver- 
ance by solemn acts of devotion to 
God Almighty.

You will observe that he spoke of 


the use of guns.

Cape Colony, tho Orange River Colony, 
Natal and tho Transvaal—has Us own 
council, consisting of ns many mom- 
hern an the colony in entitled to send 
to the union parllnmMit, All matters 
of provincial Interest are thud certain 
of a full dlnounelon and (tiring, 


The Inauguration of tho flrnt parlia- 


ment of tho union, In tho fall, will ho 
made tho oceanlon of great pomp and 
ceremony. In recognition of tho Im- 
portance of tho ovent tho late Klnij 


ICdwnnl planned to send thn heir to 
tho throni\ now King tioorgo, to open 
the i';u'll:i]noiU In the n.-uno of the *ov- 
erolKM. Death intervened, and the new 
V.iiiK hns named tn go in his t^toati 
the Pnku of Conrmujcht, his unelo.

ond Boer elements of the populace. It 
wnii believed that tho white mm, ot 
Anglo-i&xon and of Tjulch 


must stand shoulder to shoulder In 
facing the very serious negro problem 
of South Africa, among other matters 
that required concerted action and dis- 
interested work for thu good of the 
country. 


It is by no means a small country 


that has been brought into legislative 
unity in the new government. 
The 


combined area of the four colonies 
comprised in the union is 
467.391 


square miles. There are 1,118,155 per- 
sons of white descent and 4,051,117 ne- 
groes'. The largest and most populous 
of tho four colonies is Cape Colony, 
with :7C,D95 square miles, 580,380 white 
Inhabitants and 1,S25,173 colored. Tho 
imports of Cape Colony from Great 
Brjlain In 1SOS amounted to more than 
fS,000.000 and tho exports to moro 
than £6.000,000. The second of the four 
colonies In size uml Importance is thu 
Transvaal, the third is tho Orange 
Hiver Colony and the fourth is Natal. 
By 
an 
ingenious 
compromise 
tho 


branches of government of the united 
colonies are divided among three of 
them. 
After a long discussion of tho 


best possible site for the capital of the 
union it was decided to make Cape 
Town, in Capo Colony, the seat of the 
legislature; Pretoria, in the Transvaal, 
the seat of the exe.cntive government, 
and 
Bloemfontein, 
in 
the 
Ornnge 


River Colony, the seat of the judiciary. 
It is believed that this is the (irst time 
in the history of tho world that a com- 
promise of this sort has been effected. 


The assembling of tho new parlia- 


ment in the fall, probably in Septem- 
ber, will bring together some of the 
most Interesting men in the world. 
First and foremost of them will be 
rienernl Louis Botha, head of the first 
union cabinet ministry' of united South 
Africa. He Is the same General Louis 
Botha whoso name was in tho mouth 
of all the world ten years ago as com- 
mnnder of the Boor forces fighting 
against Great Britain and defeating 
them in sueh terrible battles ns those 
at Colenso and Splon Kop. The yearn 
that have, passed havo transformed 
him from one of the most determined 
and able of the foe.i ot Great Britain 
In South Africa Into <\ firm believer in 
tho unity of tho British empire and in 
the Justice ot its n;le In South Africa. 
Prior to bis assumption of the oflice 
of premier ot the new colony he wns 
prime minister and minister ot agri- 
culture of tho Trnnm-nnl. Through the 
ohnngo In his political convictions Gen- 
eral Hotha hns managed to retnln tho 
good will of his fellow lionrn, and ho Is 
todny Ihelr acknowledged leader. 


Among the other men who will In- 


vest tho new parliament with Immente 
Interest are tho governor general of 
tho union, Viscount Gladstone of Ha- 
wnrdon, son of tho famous statesman 
who declared thirty yearn ago his be- 
lief In tho ndvlnaulllty of uniting the 
colonies of British Houth Africa Into 
one strong control government.

memorial at 
Provincetown. 


Mass., which awaits the convenience of 
President Taft for Its dedication. 


The pilgrim memorial is the outcome 


of the efforts of several years by pa- 
triotic men and women who saw un- 
becoming neglect of the memory of an 
important historic occurrence in the 
fact that the place of tho first landing 
of the pilgrim fathers In America was 
unmarked by a fitting monument. Al- 
most every one who thinks himself ac- 
quainted by the primary facts of 
American history believes that the pil- 
grim fathers and mothers sot foot first 
on the famous rock at Plymouth. The 
town on the inner side of Massachu- 
setts ba.y Is made tho destination 
yearly of thousands of patriotic trav- 
elers. But they err in thinking that in 
paying veneration to the rock under 
the stone canopy at Plymouth they ore 
setting foot on tho first place in New 
England trod by white men. 
That 


honor belongs to Provincetown, Mass., 
the village, on the Inner side of the fish- 
hook barb of which Cape Cod Is tho 
shaft. 
It lies across' tho bay from 


Plymouth, in an easterly direction. 
The date wns Nov. I, 1620, old stylo. 


It was just before tho landing was 


made at the spot which is now Prov- 
incotown that tho pilgrims signed 
their immortal agreement for tho "bet- 
tor ordering and preservation 
and 


furtherance" of their colony that has 
been called tho first written constitu- 
tion in tho world.

charter won by tho barons from King

Sale of Fireworks 


Youngr America will have to subside, 


very materially this July 4th in order 
to live up to the laws governing the' 
use of fireworks, and the dealers will 
have to keep an eye windward. Sec- 
tion 1, chapter 565, of the laws of 1910 
gives the state police control, of the 
sale of articles for such celebrations. 
The state police appoints a local rep- 
resentative and Chief Hosmer has bee:i 
appointed. 
T-he law became operative 


June 1. The law prohibits the sale of 
any kind of blank cartridges, toy pis- 
tols, toy guns, or toy cannon 
which 


will lire 
blank 
cariridgas. The law 


also prohibits the sole of any kind of 
fireworks 
containing picric 
acid or 


piorntes, or any firecrackers more than 
two inches In length or three-eighths 
of an inch in thickness. This section, 
however, does not apply to illuminat- 
ing fireworks set off between the hours 
of 7 p. m. and midnight except those 
containing picric acid or yicrates.

REVERE, Juno 27,—Walter 
Stevens, 


aged 12, eon of Anthony Stevens, janitui 
of the Ilcvoro town hall, and Anthony 
Curtln, a lad about the same age. son 
ot John Curtln, 225 Pa.rk 'avenue, wore 
probably fatally injured about 5 yester- 
day afternoon by jumping off an elec- 
tric car which was traveling at fast 
speed on Beach street, near Webster 
street. 
The boys had been to the beach to- 


gether and were on their way to their 
homes in the central part of the town. 
Thoy were seen near Grand Army hall 
by Dr. Joseph E. Lamb, agent of 
the 


board ot health, jumping on the rear 
of an electric car to ride a short dis- 
tance while the conductor was engaged 
at the other end of the car. .Dr. Lamb 
recognized the Stevens boy and warned 
him to stop. 
The boys then walked 


toward Broadway til! they were out of 
sight, when they apparently jumped 
on the roar of another car. 
A short 


distance west of the B. & M. Tt. R. 
bridge some one sliouted at the hays 
and they jumped from the moving car. 


Both were thrown heavily uri 
the 


stone pavement. 
The right side of the 


Sevens boy's head was crushed and 
his right shoulder was broken. 


Young Cm-tin struck on bis Tore-head, 


frficturing his skull.

conscious when picked up.

it had begun and the remainder of the 
afternoon the streets were as quiet as,

•and murder broke the stillness. 


It had happened that the 2000th an- 


niversary' of the founding of the soci- 
ety of the Four Brothers fell on this 
day of rest, and in its honor the mem- 
bers were to give a banquet 
in Pell 


street at 5 o'clock. 
A monster scar- 


let flag scolloped in green floated from 
the banquet hall, and guests began to 
arrive early from all parts of the city 
and even from neighboring towns.

town.. Then the streets are

back rooms the dice rattle faster and 
the dominoes click sharper.

ENFORCING LAW IN TOLEDO 


Brand Whitlock, mayor of Toledo, 0., lins issued a very interesting 


pamphlet on Ihc subjec't of law enforcement in reply to certain appeals 
made to him' for improvement in the moral conditions prevailing throughout 


the city. 


So far as can be learned from the mayor's le.tler, ruCerene,e was nmde 


to gambling and immoral dens which, as is well .-known, are quite prevalent 
iu western cities. 


In his loiter Mayor Whitlock shows that lie is considerable 
of 
a 


philosopher and thnt he doubts tin 
1, efficacy of compulsory methods of 


ma king .people good. This will be seen from the following paragraph: 


"What you regret and .deplore and what I regret and. d-splore, is 


the existence of vice and crime in the world today. Tou propose to 
abolish them by the use of force; 
in riy philosophy they can 


never be abolished until we ascertain the causes of them, rind then 
remove those causes. To do this, we shall have to undertake re- 
forms with, which the policemen and the gaoler will have little to 
do; indeed, the accomplishment of those reforms will do away with 
the policemen and the gaoler, or release them from 
their 
present 


duties of destruction, to real service for mankind. These reforms 
should eventually do away with those Influences in our 
system 


which give monopolies and privileges to a few, and by .denying 
common rights to the many, reduce them to a condition of Invol- 
untary poverty. For it is involuntary poverty, and its direct and in- 
direct effects, that produce crime, and our duty is to make invol- 
untary poverty impossible." 


In seeking.to remove the cause of crime while at the same time battling 


with the efiocis, ihiyor Whitlock is apparently talcing the right course. 
Being, acquainted with the local conditions he knows how far compulsion 
can bo carried without defeating its purpose. 
Cities vary very greatly in 


this respect. 
The western cities, we surmise, would not stund the restraint 


thnt is willingly accepted by the people of eastern cities. 


It is but a few years ago since tho nmyor of Toledo began a rigorous 


enforcement of the Sunday laws. This had continued only for two Sundays 
when the city council repealed every ordinance providing 
for 
Sabbath 


observance. 
With thnt as the last popular expression on the subject, 


Mayor Whiilorli says he does not feel authorized to go too far in the line of 
policy adopted by Mayor Jones. 
Hut he seeks to attain the sumo ends by 


a different policy, and if we are lo judge from his letter he is attaining 
fairly satisfactory results. 


In the very worst cities there is a moral sentiment which if properly 


aroused and appealed to will banish gambling and ils concomitant evils, 
social vice and iniompnranco. 


Mayor Whitlook makes (he point thai as each oily has its individuality 


nnd should be allowed lo make ils own police regulations instead of being 
governed by general statutes. In order to make the people better and to 
lessen crime ho. further recommends the extension of opportunities for rest 
and recreation with wholesome and ennobling entertainment.* Much has 
been done in this respect, he says, by providing branch libraries, public 
parks, comfort stations, hand concerts, public, haths, swimming pools, play- 
grounds, both for children and ndulls with opportunity for indoor and 
outdoor sport. The school buildings, he says, should bo. freely used by all 
the people, and public buildings should bo. erected in which nil the people, 
would take pride, and delight.
